given over. 
The heroes, in honor of whom , the 
day was < e ’ebrated prove 1 the righ t of 
a governorm ent to ex ist th a t has for 
its basic principle the equality of nian 
and th e ir struggle was not selfish. 
T he large m ajority of them have 
passed into the great beyond and we 
live to enjoy the greater and richer 
fr nit of th e ir victory. 
It is the loast of chivaelry for us to 
give them the glory of trium ph and to 
m eét once each year to strew th eir 
graves w ith flowers and so to recall 
th e ir bravery and sacrifice. 
We are glad th a t today in R nshville 
a com m unity w hich sent forth 
so 
m anv soldiers in the dark days from 
’61 to ’65, there were few attractions 
to d iv ert onr people from th eir tender 
duties to the living and the dead h e­ 
roes. 
The banks were closed today and the 
poRtoffice was closed afte r 10 a. m. 
The barber shops were closed afte r i) 
а. m. practically all of the business 
houses closed d uring the afternoon. 
The county offices were^closed and the 
rnra l m ail carriers did not, go out.

A m erican w ar veterans w ho w ere to 
go to the cem etery assembled at the

Some fifty veterans and others

T here was no music. 
When the colum ns arrived at the 
cem etery, some three hundred people 
w ere assembled. 
T he cem etery, uev» r 
appearedfm ore beautiful. 
The graves 
of the veterans had been m rrked w ith 
flags, the grass was nicely trim ed and 
flowers could be seen everyw here. 
The processiou was massed at the G 
A . R. m onum ent, near the center of 
the cem etery, w here the usnal ritua l 
istic cerem onies authorized by the G.

A. R. and the W. R .G . were condue 
ted. 
The graves were then decorated 
and the colum ns returned to this city.

He called attention to the m any ch ang­ 
es th a t have taken place since the C iv­ 
il W ar, to the m anv veterans th a t have 
passed aw ay and to the new generation 
th a t is now in the saddle. 
H i d e­ 
nounced slavery and said th a t inas 
m uch as the South had placed so much 
dependence upon 
its slaves, 
when 
slavery was finally abolished, all of 
the energies of the South w ere para­ 
lyzed. 
The speaker said th at it was 
a blessed th ing th a t the N orth took 
the initiativ e and w ent into Southern 
territory to fight the battles. 
He told 
of G eneral S herm an’s love for bonfires 
am i of the m any th a t he kindled on 
his m arch to the sea, afte r w hich, he 
said, that, part of the South represent­ 
ed a collosal wreck. 
He called a tte n­ 
tion to the m anner in w hich the South 
has recovered from the blows, ad m inis­ 
tered d nring the w ar saying th a t the 
Southern people have discovered th at 
slavery was indeed a curse, and he 
called attention to the im provem ent 
in the negro since the C ivil War. 
He 
gave tour principles w hich he believed 
to have been a t the bottom of the 
C ivil W ar and said th a t they were 
sks v ital to 'us today as they w ere then. 
He said th a t slavery was prim arily the 
cause of the w ar but secession was the 
im m ediate cause. 
Rev. Tevis talked for about three 
quarters of . an honr. 
He was given 
the closest of attention and was fre ­ 
quently applauded. 
H is 'speech full 
of patrD tism 
and good, wholesom e 
thought. 
The report of the statisticia n was 
read and Mrs. M ary Conover gave one 
of her popular recitations. 
The ex er­ 
cises were ex ceedingly interesting, and 
the entire d ay’s program was one of 
the most successful thaU has been giv ­ 
en on D ecoration Day in th is city for 
years.

Supreme Court Rule» on the 9eml 
Monthly Wage Law. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
May 
3Q—The 
state supreme court has upheld the 
law requiring all manufacturing and 
mining companies and firms to pay 
their employes semi-monthly. 
About 
two years ago the weekly wage law 
was declared unconstitutional by the 
same court, blit the court declared that 
the semi-monthly law is not subject tc 
the infirmities of its predecessor. The 
decision was in the case of a miner 
against the Seeleyv ille Coal Mining 
company, which refused to pay him 
sem im onthly. 
The 
supreme 
court 
said: 
“The law fixes no price on any 
m an’s labor; it leav es the parties to 
do that. 
The requirement to pay the 
wagea at least semi-monthly only be 
comes mandatory on the employer on 
the demand of the employe to whom 
the wages are due and owing. 
His 
right under the law to semi-monthly 
demand the wages then due him is a 
m atter wholly optional with him. 
Ir. 
no m anner does the statute require 
him to exercise this right against his 
own v olition. 
The assessment of a 
penalty for delay in payment which 
can in no ev ent exceed twice the 
amount of the wages due is neither

Prince 
Eugene of Sweden, and many others 
Before the s ’ation were drawn up the 
palace guard with their white uni 
forms and shimmering helmets, and 
a brigade of lancers with steel breast 
plates. 
Awaiting the princes were the 
royal family, the infantas, the captain 
general, of Madrid, the m inisters and 
the ambassadors. 
The ladies were 
bright in sum m er silks, while the otfl 
cials and ministers were resplendent 
with gold lace and decorations.

President Roosev elt and the Republi­ 


can Party Will Receiv e Credit for 


One cf the Most Far-Reaching Step» 


in Legis ation Taken in Many Year*. 


The rato bill is one of the most im­ 
portant pieces of legislation enacted 
by congress for many years. 
Its pur 
pose is 10 abolish the ev ils complained 
erf by the public against the common 
carriers, and to further carry out Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt’s idea of "a square 
deal.” 
In addition to the specific ev ils 
which a ie conclusiv ely reached by the 
bill, it Ik drawn in such a way as to 
meet 
almost 
ev ery 
condition 
that 
would u ork a disadv antage to ship­ 
pers. 
Generally speaking, it prov ides 
that the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion shall upon complaint hav e the 
power to fix and determine a reasona­ 
ble rate, and such rate shall be binding 
and continuous for a period of two 
years, unless suspended by the com­ 
mission or set aside by the courts. 
Not only is it a great improv ement on 
the original interstate commerce act 
of twenty years ago, but it is safe to 
say that no more im portant legislation 
has ev er been attem pted by congress, 
and a careful scrutiny of the bill dis­ 
closes that a tremendous stride has 
been taken in behalf of the people. 
The bill as it passed the senate is 
much stronger than when it letf the 
house. 
It has been debated and de­ 
liberated upon by the ablest lawyers 
of the country, and has been strength­ 
ened in many places, and while it does 
not go so far as th e radicals would 
hav e it go. yet it is conceded by all 
the students of the ques:ion of trans­ 
portation to be a great step in the 
right direction. 
An able and v igorous 
adm inistration of the law will guaran­ 
tee ail the enjoyment of transportation 
facilities upon an adequate, impartial 
and reasonable basis. 
The following 
is a list of changes made from the 
present interstate commerce law. and 
a comment as to their probable effect: 
By this act pipe lines are made 
common carriers, and made subject to 
the same law applicable to any other 
common carrier. 
This guarantees to 
the punlic the use of any pipe line in 
the transportation of oil. and will giv e 
the shipper the adv antage of sending 
his oil through a pipe line rather than j 
by rail, if it can he done cheaper. This • 
will take away from the Standard Oil ’ 
company one of the great adv antages i 
th at they hav e ov er the independent 
companies. 
All traffic between points in any ter­ 
ritory is made subject to the interstate 
commerce law. and the regulations 
thereof. 
Express and sleeping car companies 
are brought under gov ernment control 
by this act. which will necessarily do 
away with any discrimination or un­ 
reasonable charges by either of these 
companies. 
Switches and terminal facilities are 
brought under the prov ision of this 
law expressly, so that there can be 
no question now as to the control of 
all m atters relating to those facilities. 
Also all freight 
depots, yards and 
grounds are brought under its prov i­ 
sions. 
All priv ate cars, such as refrigerator 
cars and the v entilation and icing 
charges are put under the superv ision 
of the commission, and the carrier is 
specifically required to furnish trans­ 
portation 
upon 
reasonable 
request 
This includes the furnishing of car» . 
Hitherto the law has only applied to 
the discriminations In furnishing of 
cars 
Now a shipper )a not required 
to show discriminations. 
He can as­ 
sert his legal right to hav e the ears 
furnished 
him 
within 
a reasonable 
time. 
This is a prov ision of great 
benefit to the public. 
The carriers under this law are re­ 
quired to establish through routes and 
just and reasonable rates applicable 
thereto, which is an additional benefit 
to the public. 
One of the great com­ 
plaints as shown by the report of the 
Commissioner of Corporations on the 
oil business, was that the carriers were 
in combination writh the Standard Oil 
company, and would refuse to pro-rate 
a shipment of oil for an independent 
company 
Under the present law this 
difficulty Is remov ed. 
Common 
carriers 
are 
prohibited 
from transporting as interstate busi­ 
ness any commodities which they own 
or m anufacture except for their own 
use. 
The principal purpose of thia is 
to prev ent the railroads from engaging 
in outside business and 
m arketing 
their own products to the detrim ent of 
some competitor in such outside busi- j 
ness. 
This especially affects the rail­ 
roads which own and control v ast 
coal mines. By owning the mines they 
can fix the price of coal to tfTe public 
1 
to a large extent, and also m anipulate! 
their accounts so as to cov er up either j 
the profits of the railroads or of the 
mining business. 
Carriers are under this law required 
to put in switch connections, with pri­ 
v ate sidetracks, upon reasonable terms. 
W herev er a person has a mine or a 
factory the carrier must giv e him rail­ 
road connection. 
Formerly it was in 
the power of the railroads to discrim­ 
inate against any mine or factory, and 
refuse to giv e them switch connection. 
Discrimination« in quality of ssrv ict 


are also prohibited by this r.cL 
A 
number of Southern states hav e laws 
requiring the railroad companies to 
hav e the so-called “Jim Crow” car. 
Under this law such cars must be just 
as good as any other car. and the ac­ 
commodations in such cars must be 
the same as those in the ether cars. 
This law prohibits changing of any 
tariff schedule under thirty days’ no­ 
tice to the public and to the commis­ 
sion. 
This prov ision is of great ben­ 
efit, and an improv ement on the old 
law, which permitted an adv ance to 
be made on ten days’ notice and a re­ 
duction on three days’ notice. 
The 
commission may allow changes on less 
notice for good cause shown in particu­ 
lar cases. The object of this is to pre­ 
v ent discrimination 
through sudden 
changes in fav or of particular indiv id­ 
uals. 
This was called the system of 
midnight tariff changes, whereby the 
carrier would publish an extremely 
low rate, and as soon as the fav ored 
shipper had av ailed himself of it would 
place the rate back at a high figure. 
All charges for special serv ice» , in­ 
cluding terminal, storage and icing, 
must be published. 
This prev ents a 
combination between, the carrier and 
the company furnishing or receiv ing 
such special serv ice. The priv ate cars 
are by Section I of the act made sub­ 
ject to law. and by another prov ision 
it is required that all charges, whether 
made by the carrier or under its au­ 
thority by a priv ate car line, are to 
be published. 
Rebates are prohibited and the v io­ 
lation of the anti-rebate section is 
made 
punishable 
by 
im prisonm ent 
This strengthens the act v ery materi­ 
ally. and goes to the root of a v ery 
great ev il, for though many officers of 
railroads would risk being fined, v ery 
few of them care to stand the chance 
of imprisonment. 
The person receiv ­ 
ing such rebate is also brought under 
a v ery strict prov ision, as the United 
States gov ernment can. within a peri­ 
od of six years, bring an action to re­ 
cov er three times the v alue of any re­ 
bate receiv ed. 
The gov ernment can 
at any time within the six years bring 
au action to recov er three times the 
v alue of the accumulated rebate. 
The 
shipper, therefore, 
is 
liable 
to be 
brought into a federal court any time 
1 
and required to pay greatly for his 
Illegal adv antages. 
Heretofore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been required to in­ 
clude in al) of Its decisions a state­ 
ment of its findings of facts. 
Under 
the present law it only furnishes a 
statem ent of facts where it awards 
damages, thereby enabling it to short­ 
en its decisions and promptly dispose 
of cases. 
When the carriers fail to agree upon 
a div ision of joint rates the commis­ 
sion may make a supplemental order 
prescribing a just proportion of rate 
to each carrier. 
The commission may establish a 
joint rate where no reasonable, satis­ 
factory through rate exists. 
W here the owner of property trans­ 
ported 
furnishes 
any 
serv ice, 
the 
charge therefor must be just and rea 
sonable. and the commission is author­ 
ized to fix charges for such serv ice. 
This reaches the shipper who fur­ 
nishes the priv ate car or branch line 
connecting with the main line. 
This bill also giv es the commission 
the authority to prescribe the forms of 
accounts and records, and the right to 
examine them. 
This is similar to the 
law gov erning the examination of na­ 
tional banks, and is a v ery important 
precision, as it makes the books and 
records of the carriers accessible at all 
times. 
Another v ery important prov ision of 
the rate bill is the section giv ing the 
commission the authority to send a 
referee to take testimony in any cake. 
This changes the present clumsy sys­ 
tem of requiring the testimony to be 
taken by the commission itself, and It 
enqbles them to expedite matters, get 
ev idence and dispose of cases prompt­ 
ly 
The receiv ing carrier is made re­ 
sponsible for all goods lost, damaged, 
etc. 
Under the former law, the ship­ 
per would hav e to locate the carrier re­ 
sponsible and suit it in the proper dis­ 
trict, which often emailed great ex­ 
pense in locating the negligent car­ 
riers and in bringing the action at 
some great distance from home. 
This 
bill prov ides that the initial carrier 
is responsible, and that this earrier 
can recov er from the negligent carrier. 
Any action brought by any carrier 
under this act must be heard by three 
or more judges. 
This includes also a 
hearing on an application for prelim­ 
inary injunction. 
While the bill receiv ed the endorse­ 
ment of many Democratic v otes, it is 
regarded on all sides as a Republican 
measure, and to President Roosev elt is 
due much praise and credit for Its 
passage. 
Senator Tillman, whose dis­ 
like of President Roosev elt is well 
known, and senator Bailey, another 
prominent Democratic senator, in v ot­ 
ing for the measure, both gav e to 
President Roosev elt credit for the re­ 
form measure. 
Senator Tillman said: 
“I do not want to lay down the re­ 
sponsibility which has been imposed 
upon me when this bill was thrust into 
my hands without saying, because I 
believ e it to be due him, that but for 
the work of Theodore Roosev elt in 
bringing this m atter to the attention 
of the country and proclaiming in and 
out of season his desire and purpose 
or hope to get effectiv e rate legisla­ 
tion, we would not hav e any bill at 
all.” 
Senator Bailey (Dera.) of Texas, 
said: 
“This bill is a distinct and 
great improv ement ov er the existing 
law, and I shall v ery cheerfully cast 
my v ote In fav or of its passage. 
As it 
came from the house of represents 
liv es it was better than the existing 
law, and it win 
be iUU better as it 
passes the senate.”

In connection with the report 
of the board of home m issions, which 
was subm itted today, the Rev. Alex­ 
ander G ilchrist of Pittsburg, corre­ 
sponding secretary of the board, ad­ 
dressed the assem bly on the great im­ 
portance of the work of this board. 
He was followed by several m em bers 
of the assem bly. 
It was said by the 
president of the board that not for 
fifty years has there been such an 
open door for this church in this coun­ 
try. 
A ttention was called to the for­ 
eigners coming into this country in 
such vast num bers, and to the rapidly 
increasing large num bers of young 
people going from E astern and middle 
states to far W estern states, where 
but for this board they would find no 
church or Sunday school. 
A ttention 
was also called to the m ountain w hites 
in the South, freedm en of the South, 
and the pressing need there is for con­ 
tributions to this board. 
There now appears to be no doubt 
that

of 
the 
United P resbyterian church will de­ 
cide in favor of allowing women to be 
ordained as deacons, thereby confirm ­ 
ing the action of the m ajority of the 
presbyteries. 


A Que s tion of Union. 
Codarville, O., May 30.—The general 
synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
church in session here discussed the 
proposed union with the U nited P res­ 
byterian church.

The latter was laid on the table, it be­ 
ing opposed to union with any denom­ 
ination w hatever, and the form er ask­ 
ed for union with the United Presby­ 
terian Church of North America.

IMPORTANT DECISION 


Suprem e Court Holds Priv a te Ba nk ing 


La w to Be Va lid. 
Indianapolis. May 30.—The private 
bankers law. which wras the most 
hotly contested m easure at the last 
session of the legislature, has been 
upheld by the suprem e court. 
The 
decision of the low er court here in the 
case of the Seth M. Richcreek Bank­ 
ing com pany that the law was invalid, 
was set aside. 
R ichcreek and m em ­ 
bers of the P rivate B ankers’ associa­ 
tion made a test case. 
He refused to 
render a sworn statem ent to the state 
auditor of the condition of his bank, 
and suit was brought by the state. 
The bankers m aintained that the law 
was unconstitutional for three rea­ 
sons—first, that it forbid the bankers 
from investing more than one-third of 
the capital o f t he bank in bank furni­ 
ture. fixtures for conducting the busi­ 
ness. and In real estate; second, that 
it com pels bankers to m ake oath that 
the responsibility and net worth of the 
individual m em bers of the firm, part­ 
nership or individual. Is equal to an 
am ount at least double the am ount of 
the capital stock; third, tha t it pro­ 
vides that at least one m em ber of tit# 
hanking firm m ust be a resident of 
Indiana. 
AH three contentions M the bankem 
are set aside. Judge M ontgomery, who 
w rote the opinion, said that the quasi- 
public nature of the banking business 
and the intim ate relation which It 
bears to the fiscal affairs of the people 
and the revenues of the state, clearly 
bring it within the domain of the In­ 
ternal police power, and m ake it a 
proper subject for legislative control. 
In considering, the provision requiring 
an oath from the banker regarding the 
condition of his business. Judge Mont­ 
gomery said tha t it should be rem em ­ 
bered that the banking business is not 
wholly private. 
He held that it in no 
wise violated the constitutional rights 
of the bankers.
